ment. The express offices are refusing to re- 
ceive any shipments, and 
ization prevails. Columbus 
more than shg¢, can chew in attempting to 
care for the of veterans who will 
throng her streets by tomorrow noon, when 
the monster parade is advertised to start. 
Her peopie are doing their best to care for 
all who come; every home in the 
city is open with a warm welcome 
for. all; every detail of arrangement 
has been diligently looked after, but the 
fact is the city too small for the host of vet- 
erans of the war. In addition to the com- 
rades who are attracted by the annual en- 
campment, thousands of Ohio people living 
in the West have taken advantage of the low 
rates offered by the railroads to visit their 
old homes in the Buckeye State, and this 
feature accounts for the presence of thou- 
sands of people who would not otherwise be 
here. Liljnois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Kansas, 
Missouri, and other Western States have 
poured out their contingent of ex-Buckeyes, 
ali eager to visit their former. acquaintances 
and friends, and these have added consid- 
erably to the monster army of Grand Army 
of the Republic men. 

Today has been spent exclusively in the 
arrivai of trains, and the Union Depot, with 
the streets leading to it, has been one swarm 
of humanity. All trains last night and those 
today and tonight have been delayed from 
one to six hours each, the railway lines 
being utterly unable to handle the crowds 
expeditiously. Upon the arrival of the dele- 
gations they were at once taxen in hand by 
Committees of Reception and sent to their 
various camps and headquarters. This has 
kept the streets of the city crowded with 
marching men all day, and with the hosts at- 
tracted by the unusual sight the thorough- 
fares have been weil nigh impassable. The 
streetcar lines could not begin to move the 
menin spite of special arrangements the 
company had made for largely increased 
service. 

Camps. Hayden, Neil, and Denison, in- 
tended to accommodate 65,000 men, have 
filled up rapidly, and tonight they presented 
a most interesting spectacle. . Electric lights 
had ‘been placed at convenient distances 
throughout the cities of tents, and the 
grounds were crowded with old soldiers, 
marching, singing, and renewing acquaint- 
anceships that had slumbered some of them 


for years. At dusk this evening a conserva- |

with their efforts to comfortably house the 
veterans so far. The tents are clean and 
dry, wellsupplied with new straw, and are 
appreciated by the boys. 

Today and night have been entirely given 
up to the work of assigning the thousands of 
arrivals and preparing the tents for occupa- 
tion during the week. The camps are regu- 
larly laid out in streets, each street peing 
assigned to a State or Statesas the exi- 
gencies of the occasion demand. The largest 
State delegations so far have been supplied 
by Michigan and Ittinois—the former fur- 


nishing nearly 3,000 men and the latter over 


2,500. At each headquarters float the colors 
of the army command in which the veterans 
served, and in many cases large placards 
showing alist of the engagements in which 
they took a part. 

Among the great throngs of soldiers are 
many. distinguished men. Commander-in- 
Chief Rea attracted a good deal of attention 
when he arrived his wife and a portion 
of his staff. His train, like ali the others, 
was several hours late, and the Reception 
Committee was kept waiting for a long time. 
When the Commander-in-Chief arrived he 
Was escorted to the residence of H. G. Deni- 
son, where he and his staff are being enter- 
tained. 

Gen. Shermsan’s arrival was the most nota- 
ble of the day. There was an immense 
crowd at the railroad station to weicome the 
only survivor of the three great command- 
ers of the war. Thousands of men who fol- 
lowed him on the march to the sea cheered 
him when he came in sight, and a company 
of Sons of Veterans was on hand to escort 
him to the residence of Mrs. Col. Steele. The 
General declined to go through the ordeal of 
handshaking, which many of his oid com- 
rades wished to thrust upon him, because it 
would have been too much for him. To- 
night he had a reception at Mrs. Steele’s.

The ride, except for the six hours’ delay, 
was enjoyable. Col. Sexton’s car was the 
last of the train. It was appropriately deco- 
rated and furnished with the supplies usually 
found necessary on such occasions, The next 
car forward was occupied by Gov. Rusk and 
his staff, which included six one-legged men 
and eight one-armed men. Two other sleep- 
ers were filled with old soldiers and their 
wives from the Northwest, and in front of 
them was the “caucus car,” where the boys 
got together to chat and smoke. Col. Sexton 
was the leading spirit of the crowd. The 
younger men in the Illinois and Wisconsin 
crowds soon began to fraternize, and it was 
finally determined that Gov.

BED MEN FROM MANY TRIBES GATH- 
| ER FOR A POwWwOW. 


. Every State in the Union Represented—Mar- 


tion and Development—How the Old In- 
dian Castoms Are Observed— Divisions of 
The Benevolence of the Order—Caring 
for a Brother. | 

The Grand Council of the Order 
of Red Men meets . Palmer 
House. tes have come from every 
State in the Union. There has been a vast 
increase during the year in what the order 
knows as ‘Wampum, Warriors, and Wis- 
dom.” The sum of $158,705 has in that period 
been expended in benevolence. Ralph 8. 
Gregory as Great Incohonce, T. S. Francis as 
Great Senior Sagamore, Thomas K. Donnel- 
ley as Great Junior Sagamore, Charles C. 
Conley as Great Chief of Records, and Joseph 
Pyle as Great Keeper of Wampum have all 
been complimented for their administration, 
and their successors are about to be chosen. 
Twenty-five ladies, some of them belonging 
to the degree of Daughter of Pocahontas, 
have come to add grace to the deliberations. 
And altogether, with a membership of 82,000, 
the order has known no such prosperity since 
it first sprang from the “Tamina Society of 
& century ago. 

For the patron saint of the order is Saint 
Tamina. Long before the discoveries of De 
Soto Tamina and his tribe inhabited the land 
west of the Allecheny Mountains and north 
of the Ohio River. In his youth he was a 
famous hunter and warrior, and his deeds of 
prowess were recounted at the council fires 
ot every tribe among the North American 
Indians. Pienty pervaded his land. His 
people were contented. Their watchword 
was Tamina and Liberty.” He gave to 
each of his tribes a symbol or token by 
which they were designated. To the first 
tribe he said: “The eagie should be your 
model. He soars above the clouds, loves the 
mountain tops, takes a broad survey of the 
country, and lets nothing escape him.“ The 
precepts to the other twelve tribes were 
equally suggestive. 

PENN AND THE RED MAN. 
found him,” says William Penn, to 
be an old man, yet vigorous in mind and 

body, with high notions of liberty.“ 

Judge Lindsay of Baltimore, who is a 
Past Great Incohonce, says: The first ro- 
liabie information of a secret society adopt- 
ing the forms, ceremonies, ana costumes of 
the red man, with a genuine Indian chieftain 
as its tutelar saint and patron, is derived 
from the early history of the State of Mary- 
land. The ‘Sons of Liberty’ existed at least 
ten years previous to the Deciaration of In- 
dependence.”’ 

“Were there other societies?” _ 

“Yes, several organizations had been 
formed among the foreign citizens. There 
was the St. George's Society, St. Andrew's 
Society, St. Davia’s Society. They were all 
loyal to the crown. It was to mdicule them 
that the ‘Sons of Liberty’ claimed the pat 
ronage of the undoubted American and In- 
dian Chief named Tamanend, or Tamina, or 
Tammany.“ 

„When did they change their name?” 

“In 1771 a Maypole was erected in An- 
napolis, decorated with wild flowers gathered 
from the adjacent woods. Forming a ring 
around it the Sons ot Liberty performed an 
Indian war dance. They wore a piece of 


half a century.“ 

„Had the society any branches outside of 

land!“ 

“In Philadelphia,“ said Judge Lindsay, 
“the Tamina men marched to a rural spot, 
which they called the wigwam. An Indian 
speech was deliverea. The calumet of peace 
was smoked. After dinner Indian dances 
were performed. And in 1776 Col. George 
Morgan of Princeton, N. J., visited the West- 
ern Indians by direction of Congress, and the 
Delawares conferred on him the title of 
‘Tammany,’ In honor and remembrance of 
that eminent chief.’’ 

„What of Boston?” 

„History tells us that the destruction of 
the tea in Boston Harbor in 1778 was ‘done 
by men disguised as Indians.’ Where could 
better material be found for the work than 
among the Sons of Saint Tamina’? Forts 
were called after Tamina’s name. His birth- 
day was celebrated until by military order it 
was prohibited as tending to produce de- 
bauchery among the troops.“ 

„Had the festival become pop ular?” 

“It rivaled the popularity of the Fourth 
of July. Here is one of the society’s songs:

“THE NEWS FROM MAINE.” 

„Have you heard the news from Maine?” 
If not, then listen to the shouts of 1888 that 
reécho those of 1840. The State again has set 
the ball a-rolling for another Harrison. She 
has gone for Burleigh, and not for Kent, but 
she has gone “hell-bent” all the same. She 
has given the Republican candidate for 
Governor a plurality of about 20,000, and has 
done it in spite of the bitterest and 
ugliest fight on the part of the Dem- 
ocrats, who have striven tooth and nail to 
keep him down to about 7,000. Had they 
done that they would have clammed a practi- 
cal victory. The Republicans hoped that 
they would be able to put their man 12,000 
ahead of his Democratic competitor. They 
would have been satisfied with that, but they 
did much better than they expected. There 
has been a land-slide, and the causes which 
produced it will work in New York and Con- 
necticut. The President’s letter did not help 
his party; if anything, it was the last straw 
that broke ite back. 

At the Gubernatorial election of 1884 the 
Republican plurality was 19,709 on a total 
vote of 140,153. At the Presidential election 
on a smaller vote Biaine’s plurality was 
20,060. In September, 1886, on a total vote of 
128,706, the Republican plurality was only

They are past all hope of conversion, 
and they make it a point of honor to go to the 
polis, even when they know that there is no 
chance for them. They are an old guard 
that will not surrender. Then this year the 
State has been flooded with money. The Na- 
tional Democratic Committee had even more 
than they knew what to do with. They got 
$150,000 from the President ana his Cabinet. 
They have had the contributions of Gould, 
Vanderbilt, and the otner plutocrats. 80 
they have poured the cash into Maine hoping 
to get whatever purchasable votes there may 
be there.

PALMER HAS LOST HIS STOCK IN TRADE. 
When American slavery was abolished the 
Abolitionists shut up shop and disbanded 
and went home.

WHAT THE PRESIDENT FORGOT TO SAY. 

The President's letter of acceptance, 
though it is nearly three columns in length 
and more than three months have elapsed 
since ne was nominated, is more remarkabie, 
for what it does not say than for what it 


gays. The average reader, indeed, cannot 


fail to have been struck with these omissions, 
because they cover the points upon which 
the public would have been glad to know the 
President's views. What he has touched 
upon was known already. What he has not 
touched upon was exactly what the public 
was looking for. 

The President has now been in office nearly 
four years and fails to tell us how the sole 
issue upon which he was elected has pro- 
gressed. It would have been interesting for 
him to have explained why a round hun- 
dred thousand officeholders have deen 
turned out; why every post-office and 
custom-house of importance in the coun- 
try has been converted into partisan elec- 
tioneering centres; why postmasters and 
collectors have been perniciously active in 
bossing conventions ana running local poli- 
tics; why the employés huve been assessed; 
why notéPious crimmals and partisan fine- 
workers have been appointed to office; why 
‘the Pension Bureau and the Postai Depart- 
ment have been used as part of the Demo- 
gratio machinery in defiance of law; why the 
President himself has personally interfered 
in the local politics of New York; why his 
Attorney General is now trying to break 
down the sateguards which Congress has 


placed around the ballot-box; and why he 


himself has openly contributed a large sum 
of money towards the Democratic campaign 
boodle. 

Why does the President maintain utter 
silence upon the important question of his 
retaliation message? Why does he not ex- 
plain how itis that for eighteen months he 
has not used the authority given to him by 
Congress, enforced the act of March, 1887, 
and closed our ports? If he knew that this 
measure would prove ineffectual, why has he 
not explained the grounds of his knowledge? 
Why has he not acquainted the country with 
the steps he has taken to ascertain that fact? 
If he is so desirous for retaliation as his mes- 
sage would imply why doesn't he retaliate! 
Some illummation on this point the public is 
raving. Why this. silence? 

There is another point upon which the 
President is as silent as the tomb. A few 
days ago an unconfirmea cable rumor 
reached Washington that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment had rejected the restriction treaty. 
Without stopping to verify the rumor 
** Bill” Scott rushes to Washington, submits 
a bill to the President, and raiiroads it 
through the House, acting upon the suppo- 
sition that the Senate would antagonize it 
and thus secure. the sandlot vote to the 
Democrats. The Senate did nothing of the 
sort and now it turns out that the Chinese 
Government is still considering the treaty. 
Why has not the President explained this 
astonishing achievement of sand lot states- 
manship and hoodlum diplomacy? It would 
have been more interesting than any other 
part of his tedious letter. 

The President has a little to say about 
trusts. How could he have been so careless 
in this connection as to have forgotten the 
Standard Oil Trust, which furnished him 
with a Cabinet clerk? But conceding he 
might do this, how is it to be explained tha, 
he has utterly forgotten the great Demo- 
cratic Sugar Trust? What could have been 
more interesting than a statement as to the 
manner in which the head of that trust suc- 
ceeded in expunging the original sugar 
schedules of tne Mills bili and in correcting 
it so as to preserve all the huge profit of the 
trust at the expense of consumers, as well 
as to the amount of boodie which Mr. Have- 
meyer contributes as compensation for this 
sellout to the Sugar Trust! 

While on tne subject of internal revenue, 
why did the President, posing as an enemy 
of free whisky, forget that he favors a bill 
which provides for taxed alcohol all 
through the moonshining sections of the 
South and for free whisky all over the coun- 
try by opening little distilleries everywhere 
and allowing the little distillers to pay what 
they please or pay nothing at all? 

Why is the President silent upon one of 
the most important issues now before the 
people—the admission of Dakota?

WHAT DOES CLEVELAND MEAN BY “SER- 
VILE TION” 

There is a passage in the President's let- 
ter the meaning of which is vague. He says 
that among the things to be attained by good 
government is: Protection against servile 
“immigration, which injuriously competes 
“ with our laboringmen in the field of toil, 
“ and adds to our population an element ig- 
‘‘ norant of our institutions and laws, impos- 
“ sible of assimilation with our people, and 
dangerous to our peace and welfare.” 

What does he mean by this! What is this 
“servile immigration” that he is talking 
about? There 1s a law forbidding the im- 
portation of contract labor. But if that is 
what he means, why does he not say sof Is 
he afraid to express himself as in favor of 
that kind of legislation? It he is not, why 
does not he use the word “ contract,” which 
is known to the. jaws and which familiar 
to all workingmen? 

Or does he aim at something else? Does 
he want the laboring classes to understand 
that he is in favor of stopping all immigre- 
tion from Europe which shall interfere with 


them That while he 1s abolishing the tariff 


and cutting down their pay he is also aiming 
at stopping the arrival of any more Germans, 
Irishmen, or Scandinavians to compete for 
work in this country. This is probably what 
he wants them to understand, so they may 
more easily accept his free trade doctrines; 


and yet he does not like to come out and say 


it openty. Were he to say that he was in 
favor of the old Know-Nothing doctrine that 
immigration should be ended he would raise 
a tempest, for the Democratic party is to a 
large extent made up of the foreign element. 
Deprive it of voters belonging to that class 
and it couid hardly carry a Northern town- 
ship. 

But what else can he mean? He wants to 
keep out “an element ignorant of our insti- 
“ tutions and laws.” That describes 99 per 
cent of those who now come to our shores. 
That would bar out Irish, Germans, Scandi- 
navians, Bohemians, French—all the peoples 
of the old Fatherland. The Constitution 
and statutes of the United States are not 
text-books in German, Scandinavian, or 
Bohemian common schools. The knowledge 
of the laws of this country is not a branch of 
public school study in any foreign land. We 
all know that when peasant immigrants come 
here they know nothing except in the vaguest 
and most general way of our institutions. 
That is why we require them to study 
them for five years before they are ad- 
mitted to the privileges of citizenship. 
How do the -workingmen who came over 
five, ton, or twenty years ago, at that ume 
ignorant of our laws and institutions, like 
the way in which the President now 
speaks of them as having been part of a 
“servile immigration”? Are they flattered 
by the phrase he has coined for them and 
this sweeping classifying of them with Chi- 
nese coolies They may be willing—some of 
them—to prevent the arrival of their coun- 
trynien who will work for lower wages than 
themselves, but they can hardly fancy being 
called “sérvile’¥in this off-hand way. Then 
Cleveland also wants to keep out an ele- 
ment impossible of assimilation.” Some for- 
eigners are assiffilated much more quickly 
than others, for some speak our language 
when they arrive and others do not. Does 
he want to limit the meaning of “ servile im- 
migration to the Germans, Scandinavians, 
and others who dp not speak English? 

After studying over this passage of his lot- 
ter, there appears to be no reason to doubt 
that itis an attempt to pander to the old 
Know-Nothing sentiment on the one hand 
and on the other to catch the votes of work- 
ingmen, who might be scared away by the 
President’s open advocacy of free trade, and 
still be able, in case any trouble comes out of 
it, to fall back on the assertion that it is 
merely meant to refer to what is called con- 
tract labor.“ The President should be pinned 
down on this point at once and be made to 
say just whathe does mean. He must be 
smoked out of his hole and made to talk 


plain English. 


THE PRESIDENT ON “FREE WHISKY AND 
DEAR SUGAR.” 
It is one feature of Mr. Cleveland’s luck 


that he has to labor so hard to reconcile the- 
ory and practice. Even in his assault on the 
McKinley plank of the Republican platform 
he found himself unable to keep his preach- 
ing in accord with the practice of his own 
party. He accuses the tepubdlican platform 
of favoring trust combinations in face of its 
pointed denunciation thereof, of keeping up 
prices on prime necessaries and favoring 
free whisky in a certain contingency, when 
hisown party has embodied edch of these 
wrongs in the Mills bill, which he indorses, 
and gone as far as it can to incorporate them 
in actual legislation. 

The charge against the Republicans rests 
oniy on Mr. Cleveland’s interpretation of the 
contingent statement of the McKinley plank, 
whereas his own party has gone on the offi- 
cial record and deliberately incorporated in 
the Mills bill and passed through the House 
each and every one of the wrongs snumer- 
ated by the President with so much indigna- 
tion! 

With sugar trust favoritism and the cun- 
ningly contrived free whisky provisions of 
the Mills measure as beams in his owu eyes 
the President finds a possible mote in Re- 
publican eyes and waxes. wroth over the 
possibility that the Republicans may event 
ually favor trusts and provide free whisky 
just as the Democrats have already done in 
the Mills bill! 

Mr. Cleveland was hardly wise in endeav- 
Oring to anticipate Republican policies as 
embodied in the Senate bill. The McKinley 
plank is treated by the Republicans in Con- 
gress simply as a general declaration ex- 
pressing @ disposition to repeal internal 
taxes rather than accept tree trade in case 
such a choice between evils should become 
unavoidable, There is no likelihood of 
any such contingency. In a short time 
Mr. Cieveland will be abie to learn 
actual Republican doctrihe on the 
tariff from a perusal of the Senate bill. He 
will find in it no favoring of the Sugar Trust, 
but a material reduction of duties which will 
benefit 60 millions of consumers instead of 
the Havemeyer refining combine. He will 
find no repeal of the whisky tax—no sneak- 
ing provision to favor moonshiners and in- 
crease the output of cheap and fraudulent 
whisky. Instead, all the existing restrictions 
on the production of whisky will be carefully 
maintained. Mr. Cleveland will find in the 
Senate bill a scheme for a heavy reduction 
on sugama prime necessary of life and the 
largest revenue producing article on the 
tariff list—and the change will be made to 
benefit the public instead of continuing the 
monopoly of the Sugar Trust. 

With the Republican tariff bill in his hands 
the President will be abie to see his errors 
clearly. With the official record of each 
party before him he will understand that he 
charged on the Republicans shortcomings, 
frauds, evasions, and offenses of which the 
Democrats only are gmity. Ail this shouid 


} be plain to Mr. Cleveland already. In its 


original form the Mitis bill drew the color 
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Democratic members of the House commit- 
tee. and, it is said, dropped some hints about 
a contribution to the Democratic campaign

Mr. Cleveland might be asked whether, if 
whisky is to be made free, it would not be 
better to reach that result by an oper, undis- 
guised repeal of the tax rather than bys 
trick and a fraud in the statute. The Milis 
bill, which he defends and lg@uds, contains 


special taxes upon manufacturers of 
Gealers in liquors. end retail . 
liquors are hereby repeaied, 

The clauses which it 1s to repeal 
in this furtive, indirect man are calculated 
to repress the illicit manufacture of liquor 
and keep small distillers and moonshiners 
under control. The Mills bill not only re- 
peals the special taxes on stills but provides 
that no stills shall be confiscated hereafter 
as a penalty for illicit distilling, but shall be 
sold to the highest bidder to go back into the 
business. Provision is also made that distill- 
eries having a capacity: of twenty-five bush- 
els may run free from oversight or recula- 
tion by internal revenue officers. They may 
accordingly “ force their mashes” and work 
up to a capacity of feventy-five busheis while 
paying tax on only one-third their product! 
The means so carefully devised by the 
present law to suppress illicit distilling by 
small concerns are all swept away by the 
Mills bili, and free scope is allowed for 
the production of moonshine rotgut by 
swarms of small stills. The big distillers 
understand perfectly well—as the pub- 
lic should—that all this means a flood 
of cheap untaxed whisky. And yet the 
President, while indorsing all the provisions 
of the Mills bill, including this free, frauau- 
lent whisky scheme and the Sugar Trust 
robbery, has the hardihood to denounce the 
glittering generality and improbable contin- 
gency in McKinley’s plank. 

As a tariff reform measure the Mills bill 18 
asham and afraud. To all practical intents 
and purposes it puts whisky on the free list, 
and yet its advocates have the impudence to 
bawl “free liquor” at the Republicans. 
With like audacity they pretend to be 
cheapening necessaries and opposing trasts, 
when, in fact, their bill is contrived to play 
into the hands of the sugar combine, the 
most rapacious and dangerous of all the 
trusts, and to keep up the rates on sugar, the 
greatest revenue producing necessary now 
subject to a tariff tax.

The returns show but slight fail- 
ing off from the exceptionally high August 
report of corn, the general average having 
declined but one point during the month. 
The loss is almost entirely in one State—Kan- 
sas—where drouth and hot, dry winds 
caused a decline of eleven points since last 
report. This high average of condition has 
been exceeded but once during the last ten 

ears—in 1885—when it stood at 9, and the

Report of the Engineer en the Complaints 
from the St. Ciair Canal. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 10.—A letter was | 


transmitted to Congress from the Acting 
Chief of Engineers today stating that com- 
pluints had been made to the department of 
the temporary blocking of commerce through 
the St. Clair Flats Canal, Michigan, by the 
grounding of vessels passing through the 
canal. He says he understands the ground- 
ing of these vessels to be due to the careiess- 
ness, recklessness, or obstinacy of the pilots 
or masters of the vessels and their failure to 


observe the rules and regulations for the 
navigation of the canal established py the 
Secretary of War. It is recommended that 
the River and Harbor act of 1884 be amended 
so as to include the ac Clair Flats Canal on 
the list of r streams over which the 
Secretary of shall bave jurisdiction, 
with power to magnon peaalties for the vio- 
lation of the reles bed by him.
